II. Claims 1, 2 and 4-13, drawn to wherein n is O, Z is NR 5 and A is pyridine, 
classified in class 546, subclass 118 e.g. 

III. Claims 1, 2 and 4-13, drawn to where n is 1-15, Z is a bond and A is 
pyridine, classified in class 546, subclass 1 15 e.g. 

IV. Claims 1 , 2 and 4-1 3, drawn to where n is 1 -1 5, Z is NR 5 , and A is pyridine 
, classified in class 546, subclass 116 e.g. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because: 

The first group reads on ureas, thiocarbamates and carbamates. The Second 
group reads on semicarbazides, etc. The third group reads on amides and the Forth 
group reads on ureas. 

They are all patentably distinct and very importantly they all have a separate art 
associated with them as can be seen from the art provided by applicants and the 
International Search Bureau. 

This in the interest of providing reasonable efficiency and quality the above 
restriction requirement for examination purposes is proper. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include an election of the invention to be examined even though the requirement is 
traversed (37 CFR 1.143). 
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Further just in case no generic claim is later found to be allowable election of a 
single disclosed species is required.
